long illness. 
He had been suffering from a brain 
tumor, and after an examination at 
Mayo clinic, Rochester, it was de­ 
clared he could not lire. 
An opera­ 
tion was declared impossible. 
Lindbergh was brought to St. Vin­ 
cent's hospital here recently, 
and 
seemed somewhat better. 
He lost 
consciousness at IO o’clock last night 
and relatives were summoned. 
Mrs. George W. Christie, Red Lake 
Falls, a daughter, was 
with 
him 
when he died. 
A brother. Frank 
Lindbergh, Crosby, Minn., was noti­ 
fied, and word was sent to hts son, C. 
A. Lindbergh, Jr., with the U. 8. 
flying corps in Texas. 
The body will be sent to the Twin 
Cities next week and crenated. 
Lindbergh formerly lived at Little 
Falls, but in the last few years spent 
roost of the time in Minneapolis. He

He asserted the effect of the majority report would 
Im to prejudice the trial in a d v a n ce and “affect public sentiment 
against the government and in favor of th** senator/1 The whole 
thing would set a precedent that would plague the senate ever af­ 
ter. 
Senator Walsh, however, who seems to have delved deeply 
into legal lore, said there was precedent for the action, as the 
senate had pursued a similar course in 1801.

Senator Sterling in his argu

would give Senator Wheeler an advantage no ordinary citizen 
could enjoy. 
lie asserted the effect of the majority report would 
lie to prejudice the trial in advance and “affect public sentiment 
against the government and in favor of the senator." 
The whole 
thing would set a precedent that would plague the senate ever af 
ter. 
Senator Walsh, however, who seems to have delved deeply 
into legal lore, said there was precedent for the action, as the 
senate had pursued a similar course in 1801. 
Such a course as taken by the investigating committee, if 
carried out beyond the pale of the senate, would find other citi­ 
zens accused of indictments, setting about and getting endorse­ 
ments of clubs, churches and other societies, having them investi 
gate and report their findings and thus having a lot of public 
sentiment generated before t^e judge of the court took up the 
case on his docket. 
Similarly Congressman Harold Knutson, charged with a 
heinous crime, might have appealed to the lower house for an in­ 
vestigation of the charges made against him at Arlington. 
Con­ 
gressman Knutson, however, was content to let the courts have 
action, and found complete vindication. 
A situation might arise in the future where the senate would 
issue a clean bill of health to an accused member and then become 
aware that the courts, after their procedure, had found a mem­ 
ber guilty of a charge in an indictment. 
A man is not guilty 
until proven so, but the senate, according to its procedure, might 
in some extraordinary case pronounce a man not guilty, who 
later might be so found by the courts.
